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Oreenbelt Triangle Preliminary 
Plan Passed By Planning Board

At a lengthy session on the Greenbelt Triangle on July 28, the 
Prince Georges County Planning Board gave its blessing to (1) a 
preliminary sub-division plan for 38+ acres of the tract and (2) 
an overall concept plan for 55 acres. Although both plans were 
approved subject to conditions and comments, the city’s concerns 
regarding the proposed 20-25 story “needle” building and the 
additional driveway cut along .Greenbelt Road to serve a proposed 
drive-in bank were not shared by the Board and planning staff. 


The Planning Board also directed 
the staff to send to the Prince 
Georges County Council a summary 
of its views on the Triangle concept 
plan, which fs not bonsidered en¬ 
forceable. The county council re¬ 
quested such a report at the time 
sewer authorization was approved 
for the Capital Cadillac Automobile 
Agency on May 14, 1976. 

Preliminary Plan 

In approving the preliminary 
subdivision plan, the" Planning 
Board stipulated that previously 
adopted conditions would still pre¬ 
vail - (1) the developer must pro - 
vide guaranteed access to city pro 
perty near the Beltway (Walker 
family cemetery and Indian 
Springs); (2) an individual parcel 
site plan must be submitted to the 
Planning Board for review prior to 
the issuance of each building per¬ 
mit (the city will be asked to pro¬ 
vide input at this stage); and (3» 
office building construction is limi ¬ 
ted to 450,000 square feet so as to 
restrict the number of facilities 
that would generate peak rusn- 
hour traffic. 

The conditions satisfied several of 

the city’s objections to the prelim¬ 
inary plan. However, the Planning 
Board did not agree with the city 
council’s view that a third cut along 
Greenbelt Road for the proposed 
drive-in bank would pose a traffic 
problem. At present there are two 
approved dedicated roads serving 
the Triangle along Greenbelt Road 
- Walker Drive and Capitol Drive. 
The council. Advisory Planning 
Board and Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board oppose any addi¬ 
tional cuts, but the city must ad¬ 
dress its grievances to the State 
Highways Administration since 
Greenbelt Road is under the juris¬ 
diction of the state. 

Concept Plan 

In adopting the overall concept 
plan for the Triangle the Planning 
Board expressed general support 
for the plan. City manager James 
K. Giese attended the 2-hour meet¬ 
ing in Upper Marlboro and, in a 
report to city council, noted the 
following comments which were 
made by the Planning Board staff 
in which they “(1) . . . applauded 
the concept of the landmark (nee¬ 
dle) building (that) tied into a 
cluster of office buildings and motel 
(the council, PRAB, and APB feel 
the building would intrude on 
Greenbelt Lake), (2) were concern¬ 
ed with the close proximity of the 
two entrances (off Greenbelt Road) 
and wished to explore the possibili¬ 
ty of a free right turn lane from 
Capitol Drive to Walker Drive, (3) 

. . . expressed the need to consoli¬ 
date some of the landscaping or 
green areas in order to provide 
buffer strips to separate some of 
the uses from others . . . noted such 
a strip would .bfi* desirable between 
the parking compound for Capitol 
Cadillac and the banquet facility, 
-(4) . . . liked the concept of park¬ 
ing decks over a portion of the pro¬ 
perty . . . felt this could be done

without sacrificing space, (5) . . . 
recommended that building set¬ 
backs from Greenbelt Road should 
be increased to at least 15 feet 
(6) ... indicated that there were 
potential soil problems, particularly 
in the vicinity of the storm water 
management basins, (7) . . . felt 
storm water basins had potential 
for multiple uses such as being 
utilized as landscaping features and 
as passive recreational areas de¬ 
veloped with pathways, etc., (8) ... 
thought cost of any recreational 
facilities developed on city lands 
should be shared between the devel¬ 
oper and the city, (9) . . . were con¬ 
cerned with the cul-de-sac designs 
. . . , and (10) . . . felt a need for 
a fully dedicated street to the city 
property but then subsequently 
talked about an easement being 
suitable.” 

State Highways 

The Greenbelt city council on 
July 28 approved the concept plan 
with 11 conditions. (These appeared 
in the July 28, 1977 News Review.) 
The council will discuss the Trian¬ 
gle at their regular meeting on Au - 
gust 8 . 

The Planning Board did not ap¬ 
prove the request of the State 
Highway Administration that an 
additional right-of-way be reserved 
along Greenbelt Road and at the 
corner of Greenbelt Road and Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue for future improve¬ 
ments to the intersection. Owner- 
representative Kenneth Michael al¬ 
so took a dim view of this request 
noting that the State had still not 
made an offer for the acquisition 
of the land they requested next to 
the Beltway and Greenbelt Road 
for use as an entrance ramp to the 
southbound lane of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 


Blood Drive at NASA 

A drive for blood donations will 
take place on August 10, from :» 
a.m. to 3 p.m. at Goddard Space 
Flight Center, Building 8, spon¬ 
sored by the American Red Cross. 

As many people as possible are 
needed to donate blood because the 
supply is shorrt in the summer.

According to the Red Cross, there 
are no risks involved in donating 
blood. It is done in 45-50 minutes 
by a trained registered nurse. Per¬ 
sons between the ages of 18 and 66. 
with normal blood pressure and a 
weight of at least 110 pounds, are 
eligible. 

It is hoped that as many persons 
as possible will donate blood, thus 
demonstrating that “Greenbelt 
Cares.”

Requirements for 
School Transfers 

While the overwhelming majority 
of students in the Prince Georges 
County Public Schools attend the 
school assigned for their own geo¬ 
graphic areas, the school system 
does grant transfers from one 
school to another for any of several 
reasons — and school officials re¬ 
mind parents that if they intend to 
apply for a transfer for the upcom¬ 
ing school year, the request should 
be in by August 15.

On July 11, 1977, the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 1977-4 (Resolution 
No 368), and the following Title of the Resolution is a fair sum¬ 
mary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1977-4 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTBD 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION- 
MUNICIPAL,” SUBTITLE “HOME RULE ” TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER 
BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF THE CODE OF 
PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND (1963 EDITION AS 
AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEAL¬ 
ING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SECTION 4, 
TITLE “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; COMPENSATION” 
TO PROVDE A SALARY OF $2,900 PER ANNUM FOR THE 
MAYOR AND $2,500 PER ANNUM FOR EACH OF THE 
OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL. 
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The above amendment shall become and be considered a part 
of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to 
the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and 
observed as such, upon the 21st day of September, 1977, unless 
on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be the 
20th day of August, 1977, there shall be presented to the Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by regis¬ 
tered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty percent 
or more of the persons qualified to vote in the general election of 
the City of Greenbelt requesting that the above Charter Am¬ 
endment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt.

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Capital Cadillac Applies 

For Building Permit 

by Elaine Skolnik 

The Capital Cadillac Automobile 
Agency, the first enterprise sched¬ 
uled to open on the C-2 zoned (Gen¬ 
eral Commercial) Greenbelt Tri¬ 
angle, applied for a building per¬ 
mit the latter part of June. The 
agency was not required to obtain 
a special exception since the ap¬ 
plication was dated prior to July 1, 
the effective date of county bill 119 
which stipulated the need for a 
special exception for automobile 
dealerships on land zoned C-2. 
(County Council on August 1 passed 
new legislation, CB-67, which would 
delete the special exception provis¬ 
ion effective March 1978). 

Prior to granting a building per¬ 
mit, various county agencies must 
review and approve plans of the 
applicant. However, in the case of 
Capital Cadillac and other business¬ 
es that plan to locate on the Tri¬ 
angle, there is an additional re¬ 
quirement at the permit stage. An 
individual parcel site plan must be 
submitted for review and comment 
by various technical agencies and 
the city of Greenbelt. After this 
is accomplished, the plan will be 
brought before the Planning Board. 
This provision \vas stipulated by the 
Prince Georges County Council at 
the time it authorized sewer rights 
for the automobile agency in May 
1976. 

Currently this review is being 
conducted With the Maryland Na¬ 
tions Capital Park and Planning 
Commission’s Urban Design Di¬ 
vision at the helm. Technical ag¬ 
encies — County Public Works, 
Soil Conservation, State Highway 
Administration, etc.—are now stud¬ 
ying plans relating to (1) landscap¬ 
ing (2) treatment of location of 
buildings (3) access points (4) curb 
cuts (5) internal parking and (6) 
external site factors. 

The proximity of Capital Cadil¬ 
lac agency to the Beltway presents 
special problems with respect to 
the location of the building, a pro¬ 
posed free-standing sign and 
screening. The agency will be lo¬ 
cated on 6.5 acres of the Triangle.

Record Setting Heat 
And Air Pollution 

According to the Metropolitan 
Washington Coalition for Clean Air 
(MWCAA), Inc., the automobile ac¬ 
counts for an estimated 80 to 90 
percent of the area’s air pollution 
problem. 

In 1976, records were smashed in 
an unprecedented wave of heat and 
air pollution: 

1. There were 8 air pollution a- 
lerts, lasting a total of 27 days. 

2. Both the earliest (April 19, 
1976) and the latest (September 13, 
1976) oxidant air pollution alerts 
were recorded in the metropolitan 
area. 

3. A total of 63 days recorded oxi- 
dent air pollution above the nation¬ 
al primary health standard. Ap¬ 
proximately 1 out of every 2.4 days 
between April 15 and September 15 
were unhealthy, according to the 
Council of Governments and the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 
Only one violation of the hourly 
ozOne standard is allowed in an 
entire year. MWCAA estimates that 
the Washington area recorded hun¬ 
dreds of ozone violations in 1976. 

AS Of July 18, 1977, the area has 
already experienced four air pollu¬ 
tion alerts, lasting a total of 17 
days. Many medical experts per¬ 
ceive serious public health conse¬ 
quences as a result of air pollution 
in our urban areas. MWCAA and 
its cooperating organizations be¬ 
lieve that weakening amendments 
to the Clean Air Act will increase 
the severity of the air pollution 
problem in this area and result in 
thousands of premature deaths and 
days of illness across the nation.

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Poor, Elderly Get Help 
With High Energy Bills 

Prince Geoi*ges County Executive, 
Winfield Kelly, announces that the 
County’s elderly and low income 
citizens will get some relief from 
high energy bills as the Maryland 
Special Crisis Intervention Pro¬ 
gram begins August 1. Prince Ge¬ 
orges County will have nearly $239,- 
000 available. The program covers 
bills accumulated since October 
1976. 

Eligible for the program are 
those low-income households which, 
because of large unpaid energy/fuel 
bills from last winter, have had 
their utilities shut off, are threat¬ 
ened with the inability to obtain 
delivery of heating fuel. 

In order to apply, individuals 
must present the delinquent bills 
and/or notice of shut off and have 
certification of income eligibility. 
All bills will be verified with the 
vendor. A one time payment of up 
to $250 may be made to alleviate 
the delinquent bills. The money 
will be. paid directly to the appro¬ 
priate vendor. This program will 
run through August 31. There will 
he no funds available after that 
date.

While the institution of bus-to-rail service by the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority shows some promise, the first 
day of operation would only earn it a C minus. 


The morning bus ride from 
Greenbelt to the Armory station 
went without a hitch, save for per¬ 
haps the gloomy speculation of 
some passengers whose opinion of 
the metrorail system was anywhere 
from apprehensive to downright 
paranoid. 

The morning rail trip, from the 
Armory station to the Farragut 
West station was also without ma¬ 
jor problems, with only a few stops 
in the middle of tunnels while the 
operator explained that another 
train was too close to ours for us 
to continue to operate. However, 
since it took less than thirty min¬ 
utes to get from the stadium to 
Farragut Square, there was little 
to complain about. 

Since I had taken this trip not 
as a commuter, but more as an in ¬ 
terested party, I had the entire day 
to wander through Washington, 
looking at the various Metro sta¬ 
tions, as well as to talk to people 
involved with or using the metro¬ 
rail. (I would like to add at this 
point that I have already seen most 
of the tourist attractions in the 
Capitol and Mall areas, and did not 
intentionally overlook them for the 
sake of Metro.) 

The most obvious factor about 
Metro was that it was not complete. 
In some cases, I would walk up to 
the big brown post with the big 
“M” on it, only to find a rather 
large mass of debris which vaguely 
resembled some escalators under 
construction, or, in the case of the 
L’Enfant station, a blank wall 
(which was found after some 
searching) which proudly announ¬ 
ced a “future” Metro entrance. 

In many stations, there was also 
an obvious lack of the proper num¬ 
ber of farecard machines. At one 
Metro Center entrance, for exam¬ 
ple, one machine had run out of. 
change while the only other ma¬ 
chine had been rendered inoperable 
after it had suffered mechanical 
indigestion from overeating. Xlt 
choked on the last of four dollar 
bills fed it by the person ahead of 
me.)

The city of Greenbelt has ap¬ 
proached the owner of Parcel 1 to 
buy land designated as Parcels A 
and B in Parcel 1 according to 
council authorization on May 2. The 
owner has agreed to sell the 28 acres 
in question provided that the City 
agrees to permit the developer to 
construct road access over this pro¬ 
perty to an adjacent property at 
such time as he decided to develop 
it. 

The two parcels are adjacent to 
the land given to Greenbelt by the 
Federal Government. This land 
was dedicated with the proviso that 
more land be added to it in the 
future. Parcel A borders the Agri¬ 
culture Research Farm along the 
top of Parcel 1. Pracel B extends 
from the government gift land 
south along the B-W Parkway to 
Northway extended, across from the 
old landfill. With this purchase, 
City Manager Giese noted that the 
city can now build a bike trail 
through this land. 

Giese recommended that council 
authorize the mayor to execute the 
agreement on behalf of the city. 
Council approved the authorization 
3 to 0 at the July 25 meeting. 

Insurance 

Council also approved the pur¬ 
chase of police professional liability 
insurance. The presept insurance 
market conditions make it impossi¬ 
ble to bid on this type of insurance 
and it was not until the day before 
the expiration of the then enforced 
policy that the city was able to find 
another carrier. The new policy is 
in effect, but the insurance company 
has demanded full payment of the 
premium, which must be authorized 
by the Council. 

A second item purchased is po¬ 
lice computer terminal time. The 
source of this computer service is 
actually determined by the State of 
Maryland and can therefore not 
be bid in the normal fashion. 


revealed that the problem had been 
taken care of. 

Entrance gates also were lacking. 
Where it would normally be possi¬ 
ble for persons to enter on two 
sides of the large kiosk, in many 
cases only two or three entrance 
gates were working, with a large 
sign on the other side asking us to 
pardon the inconvenience while 
more gates were ordered. The sign 
was sitting above a large confus ¬ 
ing mass of wires sticking out of 
the ground. 

Rush Hour Return 

I was not too fortunate in taking 
Metro back from downtown to 
Greenbelt in the evening rush hour. 
I arrived at the Farragut West sta¬ 
tion about 5 p.m., hoping to be able 
to board either of the two Greenbelt 
express buses which would leave 
the armory station at 5:20 and 5:35. 

After traveling past two stations, 
the train in which I was riding 
was packed full, prompting one 
passenger to make the whimsical 
suggestion that Metro hire th? 
“pushers” that are used in Japan 
to fit more people on trains. Af¬ 
ter taking quite a while to start 
and after the attendant insisted 
that people were pushing on the 
doors (no such persons were visi¬ 
ble in the car in which I was rid¬ 
ing), we stopped in the center of 
a tunnel a few times before arriv¬ 
ing at the next station. At that 
time, the attendant, whose tone had 
changed from surly to downright 
obnoxious, suggested that some 
people leave the train, “because y’all 
are pushing against the doors.” One 
person in the car I was in pressed 
the emergency call button and sug¬ 
gested in equally polite tones that 
the train operator be the first to 
leave. 

By this time, it had gotten to be 
5:45 p.m., and I had missed both 
express buses. At 6 p.m., I arrived 
at the Armory station and boarded 
a local bus back to Greenbelt. 

As I stated earliet*, Metro shows 
promise. But for the time being, 
I’m not sure I’d recommend it to 
the average commuter who may 
have a choice. 

Metro may be an idea whosfc 
time has come, but, after all thi$> 
waiting, we could have waited anf 
other month until WMATA got afl 
their equipment working and some 
of the bugs ironed out.

Public Works 

New limestone has been applied 
over the areas that had previously 
been covered with suspect crushed 
stone, and the job is now complete. 
A driveway entrance on Ridge Road 
that had been disturbed by the 
construction of new curb and gutter 
last fall was paved. All pedestrian 
underpasses were cleaned. Several 
clogged storm sewers were cleaned 
out and also the continuous running 
spring on Greenhill Road. 

A large elm tree along Crescent 
Road near the War Memorial was 
found to be infested with the Dutch 
elm disease. The tree and stump 
have been removed and disposed of. 

On July 18 six men employed un¬ 
der the CETA program began work 
on the old landfill. The main job 
was to remove all pieces of con¬ 
crete, asphalt and rock as well as 
fences and other markers that peo¬ 
ple had around their gardens. The 
area has been disced and the next 
step will be the application of 
sludge. This crew is expected to 
be available for approximately 10 
months to undertake special public 
service projects such as the estab¬ 
lishment of new ball fields. CETA 
program emphasis precludes their 
working on routine maintenance or 
other recurring activities.
